Basically, they expressed hope that the SGA would come tip with 
some method of providing monetary support. Clarke said that 
every dollar of student support put pressure on other groups 
(e»\ faculty) to provide support. The pressure Is ultimately aimed 
at chanRiiiit the government's fee differential policy. Unfortunately, 
this particular motion was defeated bit later, a motion to charge 
$1.00 for guests during the summer was carried. Also, a donation 
collection pot will be set up at the Pub. 

SOCIAL PLANNING CONFERENCE: 

n^uTTlpTopovich put forward a motion which was aimed at redirect- 
ing SGA policy on the provision of peripheral social functions. 
Dances, banquets, Wine and Cheese parties, etc. appear to bo more 
appropriately provided by individual College and professional 
School Councils* SGA could better aid those functions with some 
hinds and a co-ordinating hand. The motion to begin discussion on 
this re-organization was passed. The planning conference will be 
held next Sunday at 11:00 a.m. in the Senate Chambers of the Ulh 
floor of the Library Tower.

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Last Friday at 1 p.m. students 
met to discuss what form of 
action should be taken to protest 
the governments recent announce- 
ment to raise the tuition of 
University students by one 
hundred dollars. Four students 

attended. They Included S.G.A. 
president Dickie Hoffman and 
recently resigned vice-president 
Phil Popovich. Besides Popovich 
there were two other wooly- 
haired radicals. 
The participants discussed the 
lack of student participation at 
the meeting. They felt that it 
was possibly because of the bad tl. 
time (nolxxly goes to school on 
Fridays) and the fact that studonls 
dirint realize the facts surrounding 

the Isuuc. 4 J . 

Hoffman pointed out that students 
didnt realize they would be 
paying the highest tuition in 
Canada. Popovich said that the 
quality of education lias gone 
down and the price has gone 
up. II e also said thet "In its 
typical fashion the government 
failed to consult with the public 
and especially with the sectors 
most affected, (students) 

Popovich, who was chairing 
the mooting In tils capacity as 

chairperson of the External 
Affairs Committee of the S.G.A. 
provided nine alternative prop- 
osals for action. They were; 



A) Drink our sorrows away In 
the pub, B) Study harder so we 
can all net scholarships. C) 
Smoke (pot) our troubles away, 
but not in the pub p) Write home 
to mommy for more money, 
E) Give Up, F) Write Hairy 
Parrot a thank-you letter, 
G) Drop out of school, H) 
Have peaceful, militant actions, 
(strikes, walkouts), 1) Get the 
S.G.A. lo spring for some 
money to toiy dynamite and 
blow the whole thing up.

Sometimes people are footenate enough to ti&vc the 
opportunity to back up tlielr principles with solid, concrete 
action. Most times people dont have the opportunity to 
decisively support their beliefs. Actually, you can learn 
a lot about yourself and other people from how they react 
In supporting an unpopular position. 

The Students General Association was In such a 
postion on Sunday. They could back up a principled 
stand or they could chicken out. True to form the S.G.A. 
took the latter road because It was the easiest. 

The issue facing the S.G.A. was a proposal to raise the 
price of beer and liquor five cents with the intention that 
the money would go to tlio university to offset the cost 
of not raising the international students fees. Rather 
than face criticism from their "constituents", the 
S.G. A. decided to take virtually no action that would 
affect them or place them in the postion of having to 
explain themselves In any way. They sleastod out. 

Back in November the c ouncil voted unanimously to 
support the Senates decision not to charge International 
students the differential fee. Doth the Senate and the 
Council believed that they were right and that no 
rationale had been offered by the government. It 
appeared that the government was simply appealing to 
the rising rascist tide In the province. It would seem that 
the "young" intellectuals in our colleges and universities 

have rascist sentiments. 

Not once did the government say why it was charging 
the fee except for source vague mumbling about how 
they dldnt think Onlario taxpayers should support foreign stut 

students who didnt P a >* laxcs tiero * Us * n R llia * rati0Iiale 
the government should charge all the students from other 
provinces that same fee. The government ignored the fact 
that those students spend a substantial amount of money 
here, a lot of which makes It back to the provincial 

government. 

Canada is on record as supporting some kind of aid 

program to other countries. Ontario is a part of Canada 

and 1 dont think any political party would ever suggest 

ending the aid program. Also, students trained in Canada, 

particularly In the applied sciences win probably be 

trained on Canadian equipment aid, therefore when they 

got back home the country or company will have to buy 

Canadian equipment. 

Those arc solid statements refuting tho governments _ 
position. Ontario was the first place in the world to 
charge foreign students a differential fee (Alberta followed 
Ontarlos lead.). People will Jump up and say that they 
have the same thing In the United States bit that applies 
only to State Universities, and they charge the fee to ail 
out of state students, Including other Americans. It 
Ignores the fact that some Michigan State Universities 
no longer charge Ontario Students a differential fee for 
being out of state and that none of the private Universities 
have differential fees. Most places look on having 
International students as a benefit and provide enticements 
for those students to attend. Not so in Ontario. 

Anyway the S.G.A. had all this information and what 
did they do. Becuase this University has voted not to 
charge the fee It will be short at least ten thousand dollars 
and maybe as much as twenty thousand, in the future the 
shortfall will bo greater. On top of that the Ministry of 
Colleges and Universities threatened tho University with 

additional funding cuts. 

Becuase of this the Senate has set up a special committee 
(Vistula) to raise funds for thU university. They need all the 
help they can got. What did the S.G*A. do ? Back in 
November the S.G.A. voted to raise the price of beer 
and liquor by a nickel to help this cause. It passed 

Paul Menard Is director of services and he asked the 
S.G.A. to raise the price of beer ten cents and liquor five 
cents to cover additional costs (most of which were arb- 
itrarily assigned by the university). He dldnt apply for 
the increase (he was already against It). So Loralne 
Pllchlk wanted the motion reconsidered. Tho chickengutz 
council did that and defeated tho motion on Sunday. 
The voto was ten to six with six with the six supporting 
their moral, principled stand, instead this council 
voted to set up a "donation pat" in the pub for the cause. 

They also voted to charge a one dollar admission charge 
for guests in the pub In the summer. Thats when most of this 
years council will have graduated and really dont even 
ha ve jurisdiction Rather than support their stand they voted 
to do nothing that would have put them on the line. They 
put next years council ont the line. (This council 
will end its role In March while the admission charge tikes 

effect in May.) # _ . . * ifc

CULIACAN, Mexico (ENS-CUP) — The rich coastal 
valleys or northwest Mexico — farmed by US. agribus- 
iness giants in partnership with Mexican landowners to 
produce half tlie fresh winter vegetables consumed ann- 
ually In the VS. — have turned into fever-pitched, blood- 
stained battlegrounds. 

On one side are thousands of landless farm workers, 
Dispossessed by the technological revolution In agricul- 
ture, they have occupied more than 60,000 acres of land 
throughout Mexico, which they say are rightfully (heirs. 

Their target; The powerful agribusiness interests who 
control the more than $100-ml1lion-a-year industry. 

So far, most of the farm workers, armed only with an- 
cient 30-30's dating from the Mexican revolution, have 
staunchly sttod their ground despite a mounting death 
toll. More than 100 people have been killed by soldiers, 
police or ranchers In the past year. 

The farm workers desperation is rooted In the oever- 
increasing centralization of modern agriculture that now 
also dominates rural America: the displacement of the 
many small fanners by the corporate giants. 

In bringing modern corporate fanning to Mexico, Cal- 
ifornia and Arizona, companies have increased their 
profits by transforming the states of Slnaloa and Sonora 
into fertile farmlands much like the Salinas and Imperial 
Valleys of California. Ford and John Deere tractors 
plow iite earth: crop dusters sweep down covering the 
fields of tomatoes, cucumbers and peppers with Niagara 
and Dow chemicals. 

lust since 1OT4, vegetable imports from Mexico jump- 
ed from $3G million to over SI0O million annually. 

Put in the process, small Independent farmers and 
peasants who can't afford to invest In modern technolo- 
gy have been forced out of business and off their lands, 
often leasing them to large growers and Id ring them- 
selves out as farm workers. 

In Slnaloa, for example, wliero corporate farming has 
developed most quickly, 85 grower families now control 
nearly one-fourth (208,000) acres) of the Irrigated lands; 
causing the numt>er of landless farm workers to double 
to 120,000 between 1060 and 1970. 

The result has been a mushrooming seasonal migrant 
work force — now numbering 350,000 — faced with long 
periods of unemployment and squalid living conditions. 



Ti.E UPROOTED 

The migrants, some in beat-up cars, most on trains 
and buses, move north each year up the coast for the 
begctable harvest In Sinaloa and Sonora, then onto He 
fall harvest in Sonora and naja, California asparagus 
fletds.

According to the Mexican Secretary of Agrarian Re- 
form, the squatters themselves held long-standing rights 
under Mexican land reform to this and two million other 
acres of Sinaloa land, nonetheless controlled by large ow- 
ners. 

In Mexico, the migrants either construct their own 
temporary camps of cardl>oard, tin and tarpaper or 
sleep outside in their cotton picking bags or tomato bins. 
Outhouses are built by the growers on stilts over I ho 
open canals p- the same canals that supply the worker's 
drinking and lathing water. 

Intestinal diseases and sunstroke are the migrants' 
most common illnesses. In 1975 alone, 792 people, 
mostly chlddren, died In Sinaloa from diarrhea and de- 
hydration, put there is neither medical Insurance nor 
a rural health plan covering farm workers, 

Hundreds of families, unable to find any work at all on 
the ranches, follow the cotton trucks down the highway 
gathering the fiber that blows off the trucks, trying to 
sell it to middleman. 

These are the conditions that have produced the wave 
of land occupations, jn Sinaloa alone there have been 70 
land invasions in the past year, many of which rem Ian 
unresolved. 

One recent target In Sinaloa was a small section of the 
it ^00 acre spread owned In partnership by No gales, Ari- 



One worker on the ranch explained the squatters' desper- 
ation after years of litigation: "What is the only road o- 
pen to us? To take the land by force, work the land. If 

the gringos want to go home, let them go. They can't 
take the land (with them), and (the land) is what we want". 

Despite laws restricting the size of land holdings and 
foreign land ownership, the Mexican government has tol- 
erated the use of loopholes by investors. Today the va- 
mes K. Wilson Co., which dates back to the I920's, is one 
of the largstt distributors of Mexican produce. It ships 
over 12 million pounds of VEgetables with sales of more 
than $5 million a year. 



Faced with the prospect of a thousand small rebellions 
breaking out in the countryside, the Mexican government 
attempted to calm the angry squatters last year by re- 
distributing some land it expropriated from on** of the 
large Sonora goorwers. 

Out in December, 197H, the landowners of Sonora and 
Sinaloa organized an industry-wide work stoppage to pro- 
test the expropriations. Three thousand prowers sudden- 
ly moved hundreds of tractors from the fields onto the 
Highways and streets. "How much longer can we put up 
with this?" asked one Sonora grower. "Many people are 
ready to put their linger to Mi** trigger.' ' 

The MKxican government has now guaranteed the grow- 
ers that their holdings will be respected anil that no le- 
gal changes will t>e marie regarding land tenure -- despite 
the Secretary of Agrarian Heform's doc I a radon that pea- 
sants have rights to much of the disputed land. Over CO 
thousand petitions h lor land have piled up at the Agrarian 
Reform office, waiting for the imreaucracy to act, 

"We are tired of promises, leader s ami labor bureau- 
crats," declared the leader of one land occupation in So- 
nora. "The politicians we only see during the campaign 
and later we only know they exist from their photographs 
. . ♦ From here we will only l>e removed to th** cemetary

REGULAR PRACTICE 

IN 

CANADA DOCTOR 

SAYS 

WINNIPEG (CUP) — Euthanasia, mercy 
kil ling, Is now regularly practiced In Can- 
ada, Dr. David Skctton revealed at the 
University of Manitoba recently. Skctton 
is from the department of geriatrics at 
St. Boniface hospital hero. 

I-oth active euthanasia, actually taking 
the life of a suffering patient, and passive 
euthanasia, not striving to maintain a life, 
are practiced, ho said. 
An example of active euthanasia would be 
administering "marginally high" doses of 
morphine to patients in great suffering. 
This can be defended on legal grounds while 
still producing the desired effect — a quick 
and painless death. Technically, it was 
pointer! out, this Is first degree murder. 

passive euthanasia is much more common. 
In consultation with relatives of the pat- 
Sent, a decision is reached on whether a 
terminally 111 patient should be resusttated 
upon suffering a relapse of any sort. A 
special notation on the patient's chart in- 
dicates that resusllation is not to be under- 
taken, should the patient be near death. 

''We're all In favour of euthanasia," 
Skelton said, If the word Is taken In the 
literal sense, meaning "pood death". How- 
ever, the question of exactly when, how, 
or by whose decision euthanasia should 
in? performed, remains unanswered. 

Currently only California has a form of 
legal euthanasia. A "living-will" law en- 
ables a person to file a legal document 
allowing refusal of any extraordinary life- 
prolonging measures. It also protects 
health services personnel from criminal 
and civil actions. 

According to Skolton, the Canadian Med- 
ical Association has no formal position 
on euthanasia at present.

Follow ing this inci- 
dent ihe French Police arrested fif- 
teen Iranian students: four others 
of ihcm were released, four were 
deported to Sweden, without any 
charges, and two were imprisoned 
and charged with the shooting of 
thcSAVAKagcttl. 

After the arrests the same group 
notified (lie press alnnit the calibre 
of Ihe gun used in Ihe shoot -on I and 
dissociated itself front the arrested 
Iranian students.

In the past year the Shah of Iran 
has committed several crimes 
against Iranian studems, such as; I) 
Imprisonment of over 100,000 peo* 
pie (according to Amnesty Interna* 
ttomil reports); 2) Murder of more 
than 100 patriots, workers, stu- 
dents, and revolutionaries from the 
"People's Fadii Organization" and 
the "Organization of Modahccn of 
the People of Iran". One of the 
most recent ones was the killing of 
Aytollah Shamsahadi. a popular re- 
ligions leader; 3) Trying to stifle the 
Liberation movement of the people 
of Oman by sending troops and the 
air force to that country: 4) Accord- 
ing to Amnesty International, there 
is daily expansion of torture includ- 
ing hanging the victim upside down 
from the ceiling and beating him, 
burning with cigarettes, pulling out 
fingernails, raping women in front 
of their husbands, beating children 



in the presence of their parents, in- 
flicting burns to every area of the 
body, using electric shocks, etc. 

SAVAK is an inhumane organi- 
zation applying all kinds of torture 
and brutality to the Iranian people 
in order to keep the butchcrShah in 
power. It was only recently that 
one of the SAVAK agents was ex- 
pelled from Switzerland because of 
spying activities.

DAVID CAMPBELL, Native 
singer, songwriter and poet David, 
the son of an Arawak Indian, 
was born in Guyana, and came 
to Canada many years ago. His 
album t Through Arawak Eyes, 
has been extremely well- 
received and is into its second 
pressing, A companion book of 
songs and poems also entitled 
Through Arawak Eyes, has been 
very success fid. 

After a long sojourn in 
Europe, David returned to 
Toronto several yars ago, and 
has been writing, singing, 
playing concerts, radio and 
television and giving un- 
stintingly of his time and talent 
to the Native community. He 
feels this is his contribution to 
the psychological reconstruction 
of the Native people. With his 
Pan- Indian overview, he 
recoRn'/.es no boundaries be- 
tween the countries of the so- 
called Americas as far as the 
Native people arc concerned. He 



says: "Although I am here in 
Canada and have been born in 
South America, I do not see it as 
a big adjustment. In central and 
traditional ways, Amerindians 
are the same throughout the 
Americas, particularly in their 
concept of respect for the whole 
personality, sharing for the good 
of the whole and reverence for 
our Mother the Earth." David 
believes these values are as 
viable now as they were thirty 
thousand yc.ars ago and the 
survival of the Native race 
depends very much on the 
rediscovery of their identity and 

tradition. 

David has appeared at many 
Festivals — Mariposa, Niagara- 
on-the-Lake, Northern Lights, to 
name a few. He travels 
regularly to northern reserves 
and communities. He wrote a 
song called "Dene Nation Song' 
which was presented as a 
singing brief at the Berger 
Enquiry Hearings (on the 
Mackenzie Valley Pipeline) in 
Toronto this summer.
